Zine In Japan, 

The high water mark in the de * 
velopment in zinc mining and refining 
in Japan has been reached since the 
outbreak of the present war, Zino 
was first mined in a commercial way 
in 1897, but even as Jate as 1911 the 
output was only about 10,000 tons. 
The reBning of the ores was not start- ~ 
ed on a large scale until 1914. The 
rising quotations of the metal in all 
markets gave the industry great im- 
petus in Japan, so that in 1915, 45,- 
000 tons were produced. It is esti- 
mated that the production In 1917 
totaled some 65,000 tons. It is sald 
that the refineries can produce as 
high 2s 100,000 tons a year, but as 
this takes some 250,000 tons of zinc 
ore, the*problem before Japan is to 
obtain 200,000 tons of ore in foreign 
markets, as only 50,000 tons. were 
mined in Japan. In the past Japan 
ha¥ bought ore from China, Austra- 
lia and Russia, the greater part of 
the ore, however, coming from: 
Australia.

3. Good size and color. A good 
sample of seed of any kind should be 
large; plump, bright, and hare the 
characteristic color well developed. 
Plumpness, brightness and good color 
are usually indicative of high germin- 
ative capacity. 

4. High  germinative capacity. 
Good clover or grass seed of any kind 
should have a high germinative ca- 
pacity. This cannot be accurately 
judged by an examination of the seed 
and can be ascertained only by a 
germination’test. Purchasers of seed 
an have)such tests. made for them 
by sending their seed to the office of 
the Seed Commissioner, Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa.

With the passing of many of 
the old tribesmen, . however, the 
younger men, imbued with the ideas 
of modern civilization taught them 
in the government schools, decided 
they wanted peace. 
~- In 1917, Chief Shaks of the Wran- 
gells opened peace negotiations with 
Jack Yaquan’of the Sitkas. He urg- 
ed the sending of peace delegates to
